Good News for New England. 


It is good news for all New England that the New England 


coal committee gives out from Boston. This is that arrange- 
ments have been made for running emergency coal trains of 
.50 cars each direct from the mines'to central poin(s,in each of 
the New England states, from which points the coal will be 
distributed to places where it is needed. And this arrange- 
ment is not to take the place of coal shipments now being 
made in the brdinary way, hn! will'constitutc just so much 
extra service. 


James J. Storrow of Boston, one of the foremost business 


'men of Massachusetts, and a member of the coal committee, 
says these special coal trains wiil"be run from the',mines to 
New England in 100 hours, which is a. mighty reduction in 
time for bringing coal from Pennsylvania. 
But he adds that 


it will be impossible to get the cars for this purpose unless the 
railroad companies a're assured that the cars will be unloaded 
in'one day after their arrival so that they can be immediately 
returned lo the mines for another'load. 
Not all of the cars 


, will be unloaded at the central points by any means, but when 


they reach their final destination .they must be unloaded at 
once if this splendid arrangement is to work out as it should. 


This very greatly brightens the outlook for New England 


so far as the coal question is concerned. There have been 
some encouraging signs of late, but nothing to give such con- 
fidence as this movement will. However, Mr. Storrow's warn- 
ing to the people who are to handle and use the coal must no! 
be overlooked.. He says: "11 is up lo New Englanders to make 
good on their part of (he program. Any district, any dealer 
and any user who cannot unload his car or cars in one day 
should not apply for this coal." 


It is easy lo understand Ural the running of these,emer- 


gency coal trains,will mean a great deal of extra work on the 
part'of the railroads over which the coal is.moved, and the 
i'acf that such an arrangement has been made adds point lo 
whal (his paper said a few clays ago about the propriety. of .the 
public submitting lo some curtailment in (he passenger ser- 
vice for (he sake of increasing the freight facilities at a time 
when the demand for the movement of coal, iron and other 
staples for the' government, and the people is exceptionally 
pressing. 


The people of New England may well be cheered by (his 


good news from Boston. It means that there is to be no coal 
famine in (his. part of the country, and (hat prices will proba- 
bly be reasonable, considering all the "conditions. 
The New 


England coal committee by making this arrangement has per- 
formed a very valuable service and there should be Hie hearti- 
est co-pperalioii on the part of all concerned.
